His father had in reality no intentions to marry 
him, but tried this experiment to fee if it were 
poffible to make him forget Selima; and finding 
this fail, he had recourfe to other expedients, 
which proved equally ineffe€tual. He fent for

I feel my iat moments approach ; bear my death 
with relignation—tarewell—love me forever— 
preferve the fame affection you have always pro- 
feifed, and live content.’’ She could utter no 
more ; bnt falling into ber lover's arms, heaved 
a lait figh, and expired without a groan. 


Unhappy youth! this was too much; his for- 
titude could not wishfand it; he remained fenie- 
leis tor fome time. The phyfician attended him 
home; he endeavored to coniole himieli for bis 
lofs, and forget;—but ab! the effort was froit- 
Jefs. Lis grief threw him into a fever, which 
ales! terminated his life, and he cied a meian- 
choly victim to defpair.

fonable time, to be approved by the lords com- 
miflioners of appeal in prize caules.

Lonpon, July 26.

French, the Prafians were forced to retire with 
the lofs of 27 pieces of cannon. The Avttrians 
were at the (ame time abliged to make a precipi- 
fate retreat acrofsthe Rhine, at Manheim. It is 
reported by fome, that General Molleadroff thot 
himfelf after his defeat—by other it is faid that 
be was killéd during the ation—His lofs exceed- 
ed 10,000 men. 

July 28. 


YeRerday Mr. Fabiani, the meflenper, arrived 
at Lord Greenville’s office from ihe duke of York, 
dated Joly 24. He only mentions, that the Pra- 
fiens were beaten fix days fucceflively. 

The attack made upon the Prufians by the 
French atmy of the Rhine, began on -the 13:h

infant, and was continued for three days. The | 


Prufians loft their baggage flores, and artillery. 
Whee Lord Mansbury feat off his difpatches 
tromi Manheim, that place was expedted to be 
foon attacked. His Lordthip was therefore pre- 
paring to fet out for Fraaktort. 


July 29. There has been hitherto no official ac- 
count publifhed of the defeat of the allies on the 
Rhine. The foreign Gazettes only mention the 
circumftance, without entering into mach detail. 
Private letters however face, that the aétion latt- 
ed feveral days fucceilively 5; that on the Grit at- 
tack the French were repulfed ; but they brought 
down fuch atorrent of frefh troops, day atier day, 
that it wasimpoffible to fland againft them. Both 
parties fooght with determined bravery, and the 
carnage on both fides mult have been immenie, 
The French are faid to have given no quarter, 
We anxioufly wait for further particulars by the 
mail now due: Bot it is evident, from the num- 
bers of the French, that they mult have been 
joined dy the reinforcements they bad dralted from 
their armies in Italy. 


Augufit. The attack which the French lately 
made upon the Prufians in the neighborhood of 
Kaiferflautern was perhaps the moft de{perate and 
bloody of the whole campaign. They fo'lowed 
it up from the ninth of the month, day after day, 
till Sunday the 13°, from wich time, till the 
Wednefday following, the Profians had nota mo- 
ment’s refpite either night orday. ‘Ihe numbers 
of the French encreafed to 180,000 at Jeaft, end 
in their latter attack, they ruthed up to the Prul- 
fian cannon with as much indiffer¢ace as if they 
had not been loaded, carrying the whole at the 
point of the bayonet, killing or wounding every 
Artillery Officer except one; and almoft com- 
pletely annihilating the Pruffian army. 


Auguft 5. The French are faid to have march- 
edinto Antwerp at 3 weigh rp. Mm. on Wednet- 
day the 23 ult, ‘Phe coke of York marched 
from it about the fame tite. 


Asvguft 5. A priel attempted lately to affaffinate 
the brave Kolciyhko ; he was leized, aod ummedi- 
ately executed. A certain northern court, not 
very fcrusulous in its morals, whea they clath 
with ins ambitious views, is laid to bave aged 
him to the execution of this horrid celigo. 

Letiers received yeiterday frum Ilulland, meo- 
tion, that M. Fagel, the Greiher, or Secretary 
to the States Gencsal, after paying @ vilit to the 
Prince of Cobvoerg, had patied into Bruifels, for 
the purpoie of negociating a very pertioular piece 
of bofinels with the French national Commitiion- 
ers at that place ; that the Commifioners told 
him the bufinefs was of fo much magnivude as yreat- 
ly to exceed their powers, therefore, all they 
could do, was, to grant him a {ure paffport vo Pa- 
ris; and that Mr. Fagel has, in conlequence, 
proceeded to that capaal to negociace with the 
ruling powers of Fra {Star } 

There is fome foundation for the ftaterment given 
in thefe letters, there can be little reafon to doubt : 
We pretend not, however, even to gucls what 
can be the nature of the intended negociation— 
time will tell that, We cannot imagine the 
Datch will prefer a feparate peace to the protrac- 
tion of {ach a glorious and fuccefsfal war as they 
are at prefent engaged io, even when we recollect 
how fpeedily they manned the fleet, which fought 
the Britith off the Dogger-Bank, though in many 
months they have oot been able to equip their 
fhips again the Freacb. {Ssar.]
